No. 9-ITC(PN)/61.—The policy for import of certain items from Pakistan In 
terms of Protocol No. I to the Trade Agreement between the Governments of India 
and Pakistan during the period October, 1960—March, 1961 has been announced 
in the Ministry of Commerce and Industry Public Notice No. 154-ITC(PN)/0O dated 
the 8th December, 1960. It has now been decided to grant licences for import of 
the following items from Pakistan which have been Included in the list of items 
under Group ‘E’ of Schedule I of Annexure I to Protocol No. I to the Trade Agree¬ 
ment between the Governments of India and Pakistan during the period October, 
1960—March, 1961 on the basis Indicated in the Annexure to this Public Notice: — 

(i) Nylon gut and monofilament. 

(ii) Fluorspar. 

2. Licences for the import of these Items from Pakistan will be issued subject 
to the condition that payment for the goods imported will be made in non-con¬ 
vertible Indian rupees through Account ‘A’ maintained by the National Bank of 
Pakistan with the State Bank of India as provided for in Protocol No. I to the 
Trade Agreement between the Governments of India and Pakistan signed on the 
21st March, 1960. 

3. Applications for import licences should be submitted in the usual form and 
manner to the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi as early as 
possible, but not later than the 15th February, 1961.
